Gettysburg Mothers’ club before the 
general election was held Wednesday 
afternoon at the home of Mrs. A. 
Harrison Barr, Carlisle street, with 
the members of the legislative de­ 
partm ent, Mrs. J. I Burgoon, chair­ 
m an, in charge of the program. The 
guest speaker was Dr. R. S. Saby, 
member of the faculty of G ettys­ 
burg college, who talked on “Women 
and Politics.” 
Doctor Saby traced 
the steady 
growth of women’s responsibilities* 
in governmental affairs. He pointed 
out that at the time of the framing 
of the constitution, 
there 
was a 
democracy prevailing in this country 
although no women and com para­ 
tively few men voted 
He pointed to 
the year 1850 as the time women 
took their first political interest in 
the slavery question. 
The general

DR. BAUM, 84, 
G-BURG TRUSTEE 
SINCE 1902, DIES 


Dr Charles Baum, retired phy­ 
sician and president of the execu­ 
tive committee of the board of trus­ 
tees of Gettysburg college, died of 
a heart attack Wednesday night at 
his home at 123 West Main street, 
Middletown. 
He was 84 years old. 
The physician was seated at his 
% 
desk writing w-hen he was fatally 
stricken. 
Doctor 
Baum 
recalled 
vividly 
scenes ot his childhood when the 
Civil war was being fought 
He was 
a resident of York where h is father, 
the late Rev. William Miller Baum, 
wits the pastor of St. Paul’s Lu­ 
theran church when the confed­ 
erates passed through the city June 
27, 1863, on their northern advance 
prior to the battle of Gettysburg. 
He also was fond of telling of the 
time his lather took him and his 
brother, 
the 
late 
William 
Croll 
Baum, of Canajahorie, New York, to 
Gettysburg, November 19, 1863, when 
President 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
de­ 
livered his famed 
address. 
Then 
eight years old. he sat on the steps 
of the speakers’ platform and at 
the conclusion of his speech Lin­ 
coln shook hands with him. 
The son of the Rev. William Mil­ 
ter Baum and Maria L Croll Baum. 
Charles Baum was born at Barren 
Hill, now Lafayette, near Philadel­ 
phia. January I. 1855. 
Later his parents moved to Win­ 
chester, Virginia, but when the Civil 
war began they went to York. Doc­ 
tor Baum attended York academy, 
prior to enrolling at Gettysburg col­ 
lege, 
then 
Pennsylvania 
college, 
where he was graduated in 1874. He 
was one of the oldest alum ni of 
Gettysburg college. 
Graduated Trmm—t+rr—school—ef- 
medicine of the University of Penn­ 
sylvania. Philadelphia. In 1878, the 
young physician returned the next 
year to the university to earn a de­ 
gree of doctor of philosophy. 


Upon learning of the death of 
Dr. Charles Baum, of Middletown, a 
trustee 
of 
Gettysburg 
college 
since 1902, Dr. Henry W. A. H an­ 
son, college president, said: 
“I have just heard w ith d eep ­ 
est sorrow of the death of Dr. 
C harles Baum. 
D eath cam e to 
him when he w as sitting: at his 
desk writing. 
It was a trium ­ 
phant clim ax of a life that has 
been 
unselfish 
and suprem ely 
devoted 
to 
every 
w orthw hile 
ideal. 
“During his entire life tim e 
Dr. Charles Baum was a loyal 
alum nus of G ettysburg college. 
“I feel all the more keenly a 
personal loss in the death of 
Doctor Baum, 
because 
o f the 
devoted cooperation he gave me 
from the first 
day I 
becam e 
president of G ettysburg college, 
“Doctor B aum 's nam e is in ­ 
scribed, w ith the greatest affec­

Two Aged Brothers, 
In IL S. Since 1871, 
Want To Be Citizens 


Brookville, Pa., Get. 27 < AP).—Two 
aged brothers who have resided in 
this nation since 1871, have held 
elective offices and have voted for 
a hah century, asked the Jefferson 
county court today to grant them 
citizenship, 
They are Philip Henry Herpel, 77, 
and Carl Anton Herpei, 82, who m i­ 
grated to the United States from 
G erm any in 1871. then moved to 
West Reynoldsville, Jefferson coun­ 
ty. two years ago. 
The brothers still operate the m a­ 
chine shop their father founded in 
West Reynoldsville, now a part of 
Reynoldsville. 
It was all a mistake, but Philip 
was elected to West Reynoldsville 
borough council in 1893 and Carl ; 
served as burgess, beginning in 1894. I 
then a. a school director from 1897 
to 1900 
The brothers explained th at a 
brother now dead told them their 
father had applied for citizenship 
in Galveston. Under the impression 
that he had been naturalized, they 
registered and voted after reaching 
West Reynoldsville. 
A year ago when they sought to 
enroll under the perm anent registra­ 
tion act. proof of their qualification 
was lacking, so the brothers applied 
for "first papers.” The original step 
in becoming naturalized. 
Thu coui t denied the petitions, cit­ 
ing an act of 1300. and ruled the 
brothers had been too tardy in m ak­ 
ing the move. 
The brothers have 
now asked tile court to reconsider 
its action and "reinstate” them to 
the 
citizenship 
they 
mistakenly 
claimed so many years.

Judge Clark, who during the trial 
was elevated to the third United 
States Circuit court of Appeals, to 
which both sides have indicated they 
would appeal his decision, recom­ 
mended “a modified form ol public 
censorship'—a requirement that an 
advance copy of a speech must be 
furnished to authorities in cases 
where "the particular persons ap­ 
plying for permits had on previous 
occasions addressed similar audi­ 
ences with resulting disturbances." 
Tile 15, OOO- wo rd decision did not 
rule on the plaintiffs’ complaint that

The President, in his first pro­ 
nouncement on American foreign 
policy 
since 
the 
Czechoslovakian 
crisis, made a virtually precedent- 
shattering condemnation of nations 
which employ force, exile and re­ 
pression as instruments of national 
policy. 
He declared that the governments 
of foreign nations "must not threat­ 
en the world with the disaster of 
war" and asserted no useful purpose 
is served to suggest "either to the 
American people or the peoples of 
other nations that the American 
government in its policies, its prac­ 
tices and its .servants are actuated 
by motives of dishonor or corruption. 
“To do “so," he said, “is. oT neces­ 
sity, an attack on the American sys­ 
tem of constitutional representative 
government itself.’* 
The President voiced his views 
Wednesday

in an 
address 
broadcast from the white house to 
the eighth annual New York Herald 
Tribune forum on current problems. 
The chief executive followed his 
predecessor, Herbert Hoover, who

and Viscount Halifax, the 
British foreign minister. 
Tile British cabinet minister, in a 
broadcast from London, urged the 
United States to join hands with 
(Treat Britain in establishing world 
peace, and again defended his na­ 
tion’s course in the recent crisis.

Fall Garden Cleanup 
Halts Plant Diseases 


Don't overlook cleaning 
up 
the 
flower garden this fall. warns County 
Agent M. T. Hartman. 
"One of the simplest and most ef­ 
fective measures for controlling dis­ 
eases of flowers is the fall cleanup," 
he claims. "In cleaning the garden, 
fungi 
are 
destroyed 
that 
would 
otherwise over-winter on the dead 
plant parts and perhaps cause serious 
damage in 1939." 
Diseases carried over winter on 
dead leaves and stems and which 
may be checked, by the destruction 
of these parts include destructive 
blight and leaf spot of peonies, black 
spot of delphinium, iris leal spot. 


'and powdery mildews which attack 
phlox, zinnias and delphinium. 
It is suggested that the cleanup 
program be started as soon as pos­ 
sible after the first frost to prevent 
falling leaves from remaining on the 
ground for more than a short time. 
The most effective control of dis- 
; eases in flower gardens requires that 
j all diseased plant parts be removed 
and destroyed promptly. 


Farmers Suffer Most 
From Damage by Fire 


Since each farm fire usually af­ 
fects relatively 
few 
people, 
they 
never receive the widespread pub­ 
licity given to business or residential 
fires in cities, says County Agent M 
T. Hartman. 
However, when all the fires in a 
given area are considered, the total 
loss suffered reaches a surprisingly 
large amount, reports Hartman. The 
total value of farm building losses in 
Pennsylvania is much greater than 


that of any other type of structure. 
In general, more than 80 per cent 
of the farm fire losses are considered 
preventable, he says. 
A systematic 
inspection of the farmstead and re­ 
moval of the hazards is an effective 
means of prevention. An inspection 
at least once a year is desirable. 
Lightning, defective chimneys and 
flues, sparks on roofs, matches and 
smoking, 
defective 
wiring, 
spon­ 
taneous combustion, sparks from en­ 
gines, stoves, heaters and pipes, and 
open fires, ashes and hot coals are 
common causes of farm fires.
